\7Hereas norwithftanding the Obligations laid 
‘ upon the Pennicooke and Eaftern Indians, 
‘ by Her Majefty’s Government here eftablifh’d ; In 
‘ the conftant Friendfhip and good Treatment which 
‘ on all Occafions they have manifefted to,and receiv’d 
‘them with; And the Care and Coft laid out for 
‘ their Protection, Supply and Support; the faid In- 
‘ dians,contrary to their free Submiffions, folemn Pro- 
‘ mifes and Stipulations from time to time repeated 
‘ and lately renewéd, of a fteady Adherence to Her 
‘ Majefty’s Interefts, and with the greateft and laft 
‘ Perfidy and Ingratitude: Have treacheroufly Com- 
* bined with Her Majefty’s Enemies the French, ap- 
‘pear'd in open actual Hoftilities, and committed 
‘ fundry Outrages, cruel and inhumane Barbarities, 


‘ Murders, Rapings and Spoils upon Her Majefty’s - 


* good Subjects, and their Eftates, farprized and !ed 

‘ away many of them Captive, without the leaft Pro- 

‘vocation given,or pretended: And whilft they were

*T Do therefore, by and with the Advice of Her 
«+ Majefty’s Council, Declare the faid Indians of 
‘ Pennicooke and of the Eaftern Parts of this Pro- 
‘ vince, with their Confederates, to be Rebels and 
‘ Enemies againft Our Sovereign Lady Queen ANNE, 
‘ Her Crown and Digaty ,an to be out of Her Ma- 
‘ jefty’s Protection; Willing and Requiring all Her 
‘ ‘Majefty’s good Subjeéts to treat them as fuchjand as 
‘they fhall have opportunity to do and execute allActs 
‘ of Hoftility upon tiem. And I do ftri@tly forbid all 
‘ Her Majefties good Subjects to hold any manner of 
‘ Correfpondence or Communication with the faid In- 
‘ dians, or to give them any Aid, Comfort, Succour 
‘ or Relief, as they tender the duty of their Allegiance 
‘ and on pain of incurring Her Majefties utmoft dif- 
‘ pleafure, and the fevereft Penalties. | 
‘ And to the Intent, That none of our Neighbour- 
‘ing Friend Yndiah$ may be expofed, or the Enemy 
‘ efcape on pretence of being Friends, I do hereby al- 
‘ fo ftri@tly forbid any of the faid Friend Indians, to 
‘move out of their refpective Plantations, or fuch 
‘other Places whereto they fhall be affigned ; or to 
*‘ come into any Englifh Town or Diftrict,within the 
‘lace Colony of the Maffachufetts-Bay, or Province 
‘ of Mayn, without fpecial Order in Writing from 
‘ My Self, or being attended with fuch Englifh Man 
‘ as I fhall appoint to Overfee them, at their Peril, 
‘and as they tender their own fafety, And further 
‘ I forbid all the Friend Indians, to hold any Com- 
‘ munication with, harbour or conceal any of the 
‘ Enemy Indians, requiring them to feize and fecure 
‘all fuch that may come among them, and to deli- 
* verthem up to Juftice.

Falmouth, Nov.1. This day came in here 4 Dutch 
Privateers,one of them on the 22d of September ree 
took the Bolton Gally of London which was taken 
on the 4th by a French Man of War in the Latitude 
of 43, and who had fent her home; 2 of the reft 
brought in as Prize the Duke of Burgundy a Privateer 
of St. Maloes of 18 Guns and 94 Men, which they 
took near Ufhant on the 20th U/t. coming with Fith 
feom Newfoundland. 
Harwich, Nov.6. The Marlborough Pacquet-Boat 
that fail’d’ ftom hence on the 1ft inftant with 2 Mails 
for Holland, met on the Coaft of Holland with feven 
French Privateers which chaced her back hither. So 
fhe came in on the 4th. The laft Mail was brought 
over by aDutch Veffel which landed.it at Yarmouth.
